Anchored in Hampton Roads on Thursday 
night last, the U.S. Sloop of War Hornet, Capt. 
| Rodert Henley, from New York, whence she sailed 
the 6th instant, having in tow the sloop General 
Jackson, Ryley, dismested in a heavy gale on the 
Sih inst—The G. J. was from Ocracock, bound to 
New York, with a cargo of Naval Stores, and was 
fallen in with by the Hornet on Tuesday last. 

The Hornet is one of the squadron ordered te 
cruize in the West-Indies and Gulph of Mexico 
for the protection of our commerce against the 
depredations of pirates of which there have late- 
ly been so many alarming instances, and has 
touched here for the purpose of taking under her 
convoy any vesscis that may rendezvous off the 
Chesapeake, for New-Orleans or the West-Indies, 
by the 15th instant, agreeable to notice lately issued 
by the Navy Board. 

Captain Henley, with some of his officers came 
up from the Hornet on Friday, returned on board 
next morning, and proceeded to sea in the course 
of the day to wait off the Capes as directed.
